Memorandum 




1. The writer has the control of the American Magyar Nepszava 



(shortly AMN) by ownership of the majority of shares and by being 
the president of the publishing company. 

2. The AMN may be used (1) as a gathering point of bxiled 
Hungarian politicians (2) : as a hews collecting agency (£)*' as a 
propaganda and news disseminating vehicle. It is a 50-year old, 
legitimate, foreign language daily newspaper, published in New 
York City with subscribers in thp metropolitan area, -New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Connecticut and the Chicago district. 

3. As a gathering point and reservoir of exiled politicians, 

it is the best medium to save the propaganda potential of the 
exiled politicians. The AMN formed an editorial committee whose 
members are contributing editors. Besides five Ain^ican citizens^ }• 
the following Hungarian, exiled politicians are members of that 
committee: Tibor Eckhardt (former president of the Small Farmers 1 . 

Party, escaped in 1941 to form an anti -Nazi group in the United , 
States); Francis Nagy (exiled prime minister); C harley Payer , 

(former chairman of the Social Democratic Party, now in exile); 
Zoltan Pfeiffer (leader of the opposition party at the 1946 
election);.' Dezso Sulyok (was offered the prime-minister's office; 

in 1945, refused because he wouldn't accept a communist as‘ Minister’ 
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of Interior, driven out of the coalition, government in 1946,, then ^ 



leader of the opposition, now in exile); and Monsignor Bela Varga 
(president of the National Assembly, escaped without resigning) .

Hungarians in Austria and Germany. From the viewpoint of the news- 
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paper, this will be done to acquire them as reading public land 
subscribers. Politically the same organizational work will] serve v V.;
